I'oinrade Debs sent tlie following reply from Wallace, Idaho, and it w,is 
published in the World of Sun,lay, Ocl. ^n,i:| 

“That the Socialist party is a factor of inerea.sing importance in 
the present campaign is becoming more apparent evert- day. .Sueii 
meetings as the Sociali.sls are liolding are not only unprecedented in 
third party movements, but the leaders of the old parties have become 
positively alarmed and find themselves compelled to revise their calcula¬ 
tions and put forth tlio most strenuous efiorl.s to resist the cncroaeli- 
ments of flu* .Socialist propaganda. 

“The rapid rise of Socialism is not surprising to Socialists them¬ 
selves. Sin<e flic last national campaign an unceasing propaganda of 
lulucalion has been carried on in every part of the country. Million! 
of leaflet... tracts and pamphleta, translated in every language spoken, 
by the working class, liave hcen systomatically distributed. A score of 
•Socialist papers aggregating two million readers, are now published, 
while hiindre<l.s of s[>eakers, both men and women, are canvassing the 
country in the interest of the .Socialist party and ita candidates. 

“The accessions this year are accel,’rated largely by the hostile al¬ 
titude of Ihe capitalist class toward the trade union movement. The 
presecution of organized labor in Hepublicon Colorado, the anti-boycott 
law in Democratic .\labama, the uniform decisions of the courts against 
labor, the use of soldiers to protect capitalist property and crush or¬ 
ganized labor, tlie breaking of the strikes in tiic packing trades, the 
textible and ntlier industries, tlie defUant declarations of the Citkans’ 
.klliance and the Manufacturers’ Assooialion have all combined to driVe 
working men from both the old parties with the determination to build 
up a party of their own and meet the capitalists on the political batile 
field where they outhumber them a dozen to one, and this is one of the 
principal causes of the cxodu.s to the Socialist party. 

"Xcw York is the leading state in this revolutionary movement of 
the working class and the Empire .State this year will poll an enormous 
increase and po-ssiblv cast as large a vole as wa.s cast in all the United 
States four years ago. Other industrial states will follow with cor¬ 
responding increases. 

“Mas.sachnsetts and Xe.w ,Torsey in the ea.st, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois 
and Wisconsin in the middle west, and C'alifnmia, Oregon and Wash¬ 
ington on the Pacific Coast will make a plienomenal showing, while all 
otiier state.s will develop such an increase over four years ago that the 
returns will be a revelation to the whole country. 

“As to the pivotal states it is difiieult to foretell in what manner 
nr to what extent the results will be alTected. The Hepublican work¬ 
ingman yields as readily as the Demnerntic workingman to the logic of 
Socialism. It is a question of economic self-preservation and the wort 
ing class arc dri'on by the logic of events to independent political 
action. 

“As capital concentrates, labor is forced to organize and as its 
efforts fail on the economic field it rallies on the jKditicnl field oiid 
thus the capitalists themselves arc promoting the political organization 
of the working class for the overthrow of the wage system and Ihe in¬ 
auguration of oofoperative industry ns the hasi.s of tlie coming republic. 

“In estimating the probable slinwing of the Soeintist p,trty we .lo 
not venture the use of figures. We leave tliis t,> tlie leaders of t'c., 
parties tinit nnist figure out in advance the apportionment of the spoil.. 
It is siiflicient to .say that when th,; smoke of battle cle.irs from ti c 
political l)atllcfiel,l in Xovcinlier llie 
whole world will know that there is 
a national .“Incialist party in Ihe 
fniti'd States.”

Social-Dcmocrata have set thcmaclvea the world-wide task of rooting 
out alavcry from human fociety, not only the practice of it, but the very 
idea that it is jnstiiiahle. But, says the man of bourgeois mind, “Slav¬ 
ery was wiped ont long ago. The serfs were liberated in Russia by the 
goodness of the Czar, and in this country wo went to war to abolish it, 
and Lincoln’s Emanyipation Proclamation finished the business. There 
is no slavery throughout civilized Christendom.” Yet, on the contraty, 
alavciy is all.about u- and will be ao long as the capitalist system, with 
its competitive wage system rules the land, and keeps the control ot 
work in the hands ot an exploiting class. The negro Blavcr 3 - that was 
abolished in the early sixties was only a drop in the bucket as against 
the vast wage slavery that has kept increasing since that time, and it 
was certainly more humane, for the slave holders provided their slaves 
with clothes, shelter and food and socurity against want. Moreover, 
while it -vas degrading and repugnant to our sense of right, there was 
very little suffering under it and the slaves lived out their normal lives 
and scarcely realized their economic situation. The slavery of to-day is, 
hideously merciless. A large percentage of its victims land in poor 
houses, in^nc asylums, jails, charity hospitals, brothels, or die before 
their allotted years from exhaustion and the diseases fostered by our in¬ 
dustrial civilization. It is a big task wo have set ourselves, the blotting 
out of human slavery and the abolition of economic insecurity, but the 
forces of society are with us and wc cannot falter on the wav. We arc 
right. Wc will not give up. And we can almost see the final victor}', 
so splendidly has the fight advanced.
